1T MEANS REORGANIZATION. 


City Democratic Central Committee 
Will Be Made Anew After the 
Sachems Deliberate. 


local Democrats are keenly interested in 
the meeting of the State Democratic Com- 
mittee, being held in Parlor B of the Plan- 
ters’ Heuse, to consider the subject of re- 
organizing the party in St. Louls. The suc- 
ces? of the party in the spring campaign 
largely hinges On the outcome of the re- 
organization. 

Chairman Sam B. Cook called the State 
Committce to order at 10:30 a. m. Those 
present from the country were N. J. Wint- 
ers and W. R. Painter of the Second Dis- 
trict, the last named holding the proxy of 
Virgil Conkling, who Its ill; W. N. Marshall, 
First District; John L. Christian, Fourth 
District; E. A. Glenn of Pike County, and 
Secretary T. B. Love of Springfield. 

The St. Lous’ members are Dr. Forster, 
Tom Barrett, Fred Zeibig, Wm, Quelimalz 
and T. J. Ward. 

As there are thirty one members of the 
committee, including the chairman, it was 
clear that a large number of proxies were 
held by those members in attendance. 

The St. Louis members of the committee 
were slow in arriving. At the hour for the 
committee to meet Ben Brady, Tom Barrett 
and Dr, Forster twere: not to be found. 
Neither were Chuirman Hugh J. Brady and 
other members of the City Committee in 
sight. 

The State Committee went into executive 
eession to consider the majority and-minor- 
ity reports of the Investigating Committee 
which made an examination of the affairs 
of the’City Committee. ‘The executive g6es- 
sion was also held to consider whether or 
not it is advisable to reonganize the party 
in St. Louls. 

As to the two reports of the Investigating 
Committee it was. generally conceded that 
meiiher would. .be.adopted in»full by the 
Btate Committee... =: get V4 

The sentiment of all country: members | 
present, and the membérs whose proxies 
they held, was that the party in St. Louis 
should be thoroughly reorganized immedi- 
ately, and be placed on a firm basis and 
fully equipped for the spring campaign. 

As the country members are in the ma- 
fority in the State Committee, it was 
thought the committee would decide in 
favor of reorganization. 

The country members were so confident 
of a decision in favor of reorganization 
that they asserted the executive session 
would not last longe} than until 1 p. m. 

Then the plan was to throw open the 
Goors in the afternoon and permit Demo- 
crats with the best interest of the pafty at 
heart to offer suggestions for reorganiza- 
tion, 

It was believed, however, that some of 
the St. Loute members object to a reorgan- 
tzation of the party at this time. They 
argue that the spring campaign is so close 
at hand that a thorough reorganization 
could not be carried to successful comple- 
tion in time for effective work. 

Some sort of precinct organization was 
wanted by the country members of the com- 
mittee, but they were at a loss to decide on 
@ plan, 


“IT believe the Democracy of St. Lou's 
should be reorganized from top to bottom.” 
@aid a country member to a Post-Dispatch 
man, “but the best way to carry out the re- 
organization is what puzzles me. The pres- 
ent City Committee has been so severely 
criticised for its gross incompetency,_and 
Inefficiency that tts usefulness is noW a 
myth. I don’t see how the present City 
Committee could expect to retain the confi- 
dence of the party after the revelations 
which have been made public by the Inves- 
tigating Committee. 

“But suppose a plan of precinct organiza. 
tion is adopted, how is it to be carried out in 
@ way to prevent the men now in the City 
Committee from returning to power? If 
primaries are held the present City Com- 
mitteemen would drum up their followers 
and control the voting at the polls, They 
simply return themselves to power. The 
only ones to ‘miss out’ would be those not 
admitted to a new clique that might be 
formed. : 

“As the present City Committee has not 
Fesigned I am in favor of throwing it out, 
and then arranging a plan of reorganization 
to prevent these same committeemen from 
funning party affairs again,” 


One pecullar feature of the meeting of the 
State Committee to-day is that if Ben Brady 
sits In it he will be acting as a judge on his 
Own case and that of his brother, Hugh 
Brady, Chairman of the City Committee. It 
is hardly to be expected that Ben Brady 
would favor any plan to depose hisf 
brother and the City Committee. 

Tom Barrett, another St. Louls member, 
who ts a friend of the Bradys, has never- 
theless been In favor of @ precinct plan of 
organisation for eeveral years. He be-

The State Committee had the two re- 
orts of the Investigating Committee read 
n the forenoon, but did not adopt either 
one. A resolution was adopted to throw 
open the doors at 2 o’clock and admit all 
emocrats who desired to suggest plans 
for reorganization. Thig action meant that 
the party was to be reorganized at once. 
By noon the rotunda of the Planters’ was 
filled with politicians and  pie-hunters. 
Chairman Hugh Brady and A. C. Maroney 
and several members of the City Commit- 
tee were in the crowd. Even old-time Dem- 
ocrats like ex-Gov. Campbell and Maj. 
Charles Gonter, who was Chairman of the 
City Committee years ago, were attracted 
to the headquarters. 


A lively discussion, which lasted for two 
hours, came up in the executive session 
over the subject of reorganization. A reso- 
lution was presented to the effect that it 
was the sense of the State Committee that 
there should be an entirely new City Com- 
mittee in St. uis. A substitute was 
offered to the effect that the State Com- 
mittee should hear evidence in regard to the 
City Committee and then dismiss only those 
committeemen found to be incompetent. 
This substitute was voted down. ‘Then the 
original resolution was adopted. 

Attorney Charles T. Noland, who holds 
a proxy from a country member, declared 
that the presert City Committee should be 
thrown out, and the party be thoroughly 
reorganized. 

Tom Barrett spoke against. reorganization 
at this time. Ex-United States Appraiser 
McCaffrey held a proxy and spoke against

WILLIAMSVILLE, MO., MOB HUN- 
GRY FOR A LYNCHING BEE. 


HE KILLED RUBE THOMAS. 


Shot Him From a Second-Story Win- 
dow While His Back 
Was Turned. 


The people of Williamsville, Mo., are so 
agitated over the slaying of Reuben Thom- 
ag that they are seriously contemplating 
forming a band to go to Farmington, the 
home of the slayer, and lynch him, 

This word is brought to St. Louls by J. 
H. Dees, General Claim Agent of the 
Houck system of railroads in Southern 
Missourl. He and several other residents 
of Williamsville were in attendance Thurs- 
day morning upon Coroner Wait’s inquest 
over the body of Thomas. After being shot 
in Williamsville the injured man was 
brought to the Missouri Pacific Hospital in 
this city, where he died Wednesday. 

Mr. Dees, who was a witness to the shoot- 
ing, says it was a most cold-blooded affair, 
The assault seemed to be so unprovoked 
that Thursday morning as early as 7 o'clock 
the villagers were gathered in littie knots 
about the street crossings, all talking about 
the affair, and the most of them agitating 
a lynching bee. 

“I have read a great deal about willfui 


murder and have seen a few myself,’ said 
Deeg to the Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘but 
cat WON, the most unprovoked that I can 
recall. 

“Thomas, who was a section foreman on 
the Iron Mountain road, had been drinking 
considerable liquor all of last Thursday. 
During the afternoon he went into Holli- 
day’s store and ordered a quantity of gro- 
ceries sent to his home, about two blocks 
from the store. 

“His order was taken by a young auburn- 
haired clerk who signs his name as J. Bird 
Smith. 

“Smith is the man whose neck the resi- 
dents of Williamsville would now Lke to 
stretch. Thomas had several drinks in the 
store and became a little loud in his talk. 
Smith ordered him out of the store and 
Thomas refused to go. Without further 
}provocation Smith grabbed a heavy scale 
weight and with it he assaulted Thomas. 
| “After Thomas received several scaln 
‘wounds and a possible fracture of the skull 
he left and. went to his home, where he 
Secured a revolver. On his way back to the 
store I met him and he told me that he had 
a revolver and was going back to see Smith. 
But he told me that if I could get Smith's 
creer away from him he would give me 


s. 

“T went down to see Smith and asked 
him for his revolver, but he would not give 
it to me. He told me thatif he saw Thomas 
again he would shoot him. 

“While I was talking to Smith, the post- 
master, W. H. Friday, came in and told 
Smith to get out of the way, that Thomas 
was coming down and was looking for 
trouble, Smith then went upstairs. 

“Thomas came down on the,opposite side 
cf the street and stepped across the street 
to talk to Henrv Manns. While talking to 
Manns Thomas had his back turned to the 
Holliday store. He was telling Manns about 
his trouble with Smith. when Smith raised 
an upstairs window over the Holliday store, 
raised a Winchester rifle to his shoulder 
and fired. 

“The bullet struck Thomas in the should- 
er, penetrated part of the body, and Thomas 
fell to the sidewalk.”’ 

Smith remained in his room until arrested 
by the Town Marshal. Thomas was brought 
to St. Louts the next morning. 

Friday morning Smith was released on a 
bond of $500, furnished by ‘his father, whom 
he !mmediately accompanied to Farmington, 
the parent’s home. 

The people of Williamsville have been 
talking about the tragedy since. The ex- 
citement has reached fever heat. Botn Dees 
and Postmaster Friday, who were in at- 
tendance upon the Coroner’s inquest in St. 
Louis Thursday morning, say that when 
they left Williamsville the citizens were 
gathering in crowds about the corners and 
were discussing the manner in which to 
get to Farmington, where Smith was with 
his parents. 

Williamsville folk have already ltynched 
two men. Postmaster Friday says the town 
is dying for a little excitement. 

After an inquest lasting two hours, Cor- 
oner Walit’s jury returned a verdict of 
homicide, and ‘held J. Bird Smith as the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—It is announced 
that the Spanish Government proposes to 
publish on Jan. 23 not only the. amnesty 
proclamation releasing all political offenders 
from Cuban prisons, but also the amended 
reform law to be applied to Cuba. 

Two State Department clerks have been 
busy some days in anticipation of this, pre- 
paring the correspondence between this 
Government and that of Madrid for trans- 
mission to Congress, probably on Monday 
next. 

With the promulgation of these conces- 
sions by Spain may possibly come a declara- 
tion from Gen. Weyler that the rebellion 
is at an end. He has again taken the field 
that he may assert more emphatically that 
the insurgent armies have practically been 
disbanded and that diligent search reveals 
no rebels in arms. 

This action by Gen, Weyler must precede 
any proffer of grace, thus placingySpain in 
the attitude of having subdued the rebeilion 
before instituting reforms and granting 
pardon. 

Secretary Olney !s said to have great con- 
fidence that the proposed reforms will Be 
accepted by the insurgents. 


MADRID, Jan. 21.—At the close of yester- 
day’s Cabinet meeting the Premier, Senor 
Canovas del Castillo, declared that although 
they had full confidence in the success cf

STOCKED THE COUNTRY CARDS. 


Discouraging Letters Sent to the Sena- 
tor’s Agent Which Shunted 
Him Into the Cabinet. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 21..—Since the au- 
thoritative announcement was made that 
Senator John Sherman had accepted the 
portfolio of State in President-elect McKin- 
ley’s Cabinet, there has been much wonder- 
ment how it all came about jn view of the 
recent declaration made by the Senator that 
he would stand as a candidate for re-elec- 
tion to his present position. A politician, 


known the country over, not unfriendly to 
Senator-elect Foraker, a w muc 
to do with securing the victory in this State 
for McKinley, is authority for the follow- 
ing story, which is made interesting at this 
time, because it betrays Mark .Hanna’s 
methods to break into the United States 
Senate, if, in fact, it does not disclose that 
Sherman has been made the victim of 
friends, or at least persons professing 
friendship. 

The portfolio of State was offered Sherman 
by President McKinley in compliance with 
Hanna’s wishes, but the result was a dis- 
appointment. Sherman declined the honor 
with thanks, and reiterated his intention of 
standing as a candidate for re-election to 
the Senate. In the meantime Capt. Jake 
Donaldson, Senator Sherman’s chief licu- 
tenant, was traveling around over the State 
calling upon Sherman’s fricnds, or at least 
those who had been his friends in all for- 
mer contests, to see what they thought of 
his candidacy for a seventh term. 

The result of the canvass was not en- 
couraging. Hanna had the boys fixed. There 
were not a few who took the view that 
Senator Sherman should be satisfied to re- 
tire and give some younger man a chance. 
Mr. Donaldson, of course, could not cail 
upon all parties in person with whom he 
desired to consult, and letters were sent to 
many of them asking their views on the 
situation. 

The Post-Dispatch’s informant says that 
he saw several of these letters, one of which 
bore date of Jan. 6. The responses to many 
of these letters were of the same discourag- 
ing character that Mr. Donaldson had re- 
ceived in his personal interviews with dif- 
ferent parties, whose influence and support 
was very much desired. The result was 
reported to Sherman, and Hanna was also 
made cognizant of the state of feeling which 
existed. This was his opportunity, and the 
occasion for another visit to Canton. Mc-

COL, LEEDS’ CASE DISCUSSED BY 
MEN ON ’CHANGE. 


HE WILL NOT BE INCREASED. 


Dissatisfaction Expressed at the Work- 
ings of the Local Traffic 
Committees. 


The announcement in Wednesday’s Post- 
Dispatch that tthere is a movement on_ foot 
to increase ‘the salary of Col. Joseph Leeds, 
Secretary of the Transportation Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange and Traffic 
Manager of the Business Men’s League to 
$15,000 stirred up quite a hornet’s hest on 
‘Change and wasithe principal topic of con- 
versation Thursday. : Chairman Spencer 
called a meeting of the Transportation 
Committee for Thursday afternoon to con- 
sider the matter. 

A number of the members of ithe com- 
mittee were interviewed in regard to the 
matter, and while most of them were averse 
to having their names used, they all seemed 
to be opposed to any increase in Mr. Leeds’ 
salary. 

Mr. L. Garvey voiced the opinion of most 
of them in his remarks. e said: “We 
want results and these we have not received. 
Mr. Leeds has had a fair trial and he has 
accomplished absolutely nothing. 

“While we have been depend.ng upon him 
our trade has slipped away to the Gulf 
ports. Not only will the committee not be 
un favor of increasing Mr. Leeds’ salary, 
put it is likely that some one else will 
employed who can.accomplish something. 

“You may state emphatically that it is 
not men but results we are, after.” 

The sentiment onthe floor is decidedly 
opposed to the proposed action and if it is 
put to a vote tt will be overwhelmingly 
defeated. ' 

The meeting of the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ Exchange this 
afternoon will go far toward determining 
whether the Merchants’ Exchange and the 
Business Men’s League will consolidadte 
their transportation interests. 

The joint conference committee appointed 
by the two organizations will submit its 
report. 

lt is not likely that final action will be 
taken at this meesing. The report will be 
passed on and probably ratified by the 

erchants’ Exchange Committee. Then, 
in the same way, it will be referred for rat- 
ification to the Transportation Committee 
of the Business Men's League. 

Secretary James Cox of the Business 
Men’s League said Thursday: “There is 
absolutely no foundation in fact for the 
statement recently circulated by some one 
around the Merchants’ Exthange that 
Traffic Manager Leeds’ paler is to be in- 
creased if the consolidation is effected, If 
an allowance of $15,000 a rend should be 
given him it would be stipulated that it be 
used in operating the new transportation 
office. Out of it he would have to rent an 
apartment and pay the salaries of a rate 
clerk, a stenographer and an attorney. Mr. 
Lcets has never asked for an increase in 
salary.”’ 

A member of the Business Men’s League 
said: “In place of salaries being raised 
they may be limited.

THE WATERWORKS. 

The Waterworks must not be sold, nor 
must any arrangement or contract be en- 
tered into by the City Government that 
might in any way jeopardize the city’s 
ownership of the Waterworks. No matter 
how high a price capitalists may be will- 
ing to offer for the opportunity of taxing 
St. Louis’ people for water, the citizens 
will never allow a deal to be consum- 
mated. They know that .it would be bet- 
ter to put off filtering the water for years, 
than to do anything that would deprive 
the city of the control of its Waterworks. 

Members of the .Municipal Assembly 
who lend an ear to “hints” of capitalists 
looking to a purchase of the Waterworks 
must be singularly blind to the trend of 
public opinion and to the best interests 
of the city. They are not fit to govern 
a modern city. Here is one department 
of city management that pays for itself 
and yields a handsome surplus above cost 
of running. Here is one extremely val- 
uable property, of which the citizens are 
justly proud; for which they are not 
taxed; which they feel is their own, and 
the ownership and successful running of 
which places the city in the front rank 
of progressive municipalities. They will 
never part with this property, for any 
consideration. On the contrary, all citi- 
zens who know the difference between 
owning a municipal plant which pays for 
itself, and being subjected to heavy yearly 
taxation by a private corporation for in- 
ferior service, will try to extend public 
ownership to other departments of city 
government, 
As the New York Journal says, ‘‘Lon- 
don tried the experiment of private water 
companies, and still suffers from it so 
bitterly that not even the cry of socialism 
will check the demand for the munici- 
palization of this monopoly.” 
The Waterworks will not be sold. Cap- 
italists who have “money to burn” will 
do well to look for other opportunities.

THE NICARAGUA BUNEO. 

Senator Turpie of Indiana has been one 
of the most able and consistent oppo- 
nents of the Nicaragua Canal bill now 
before Congress.

The 
ninety days’ racing at the Fair Grounds will 
be a popular measure and is looked upon by 
most people interested as a solution of the 
difficulty.

Whatever suits the breeders should of neces- 
sity suit the Fair Association, and whatever 
the breeders decided upon would be satis- 
factory to the Fair Grounds. ” Mr. Rumsey 
stated positievly that the Fair Association 
would not propose any legislation whatever. 
He said that the reason for this was that 
whatever the Fair Association proposed 
would be tampered with by the book-makers, 
who would in some way or another have the 
bill changed so as to give them a loophole 
through which to escape. The breeders will 
appoint a committee representing all the 
counties in the State to go to the Legislature 
and une its influence for the measures out- 
eu.

COURTS CRITICISED. 


President Whittaker of the Bar Asso- 
ciation Says There’s Too Much Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—The courts of the 
State and expert testimony were sharply 
attacked in set speeches by the President 
of the New York State Bar Association at 
Albany and by Recorder Goff in this city. 


The same conditions exist in Missouri and 
therefore the speeches are interesting. It was 
at the opening of the Bar Association yes- 
terday, that President Whittaker, of this 
city, said: “‘The less there is of a law, the 
more readily it is read and understood. It 
certainly cannot be understood if it cannot 
be read, and the court law (if I may use the 
expression) has become so immense that it 
cannot even be read. Under our system 
every decision emanating from the Appellate 
Court becomes the law of the land, and so 
numerous and long are the opinions in these 
decisions that the lawyer even whose life 
work is devoted to studying the law, cannot 
read them. And those he does find time to 
read, ofttimes he cannot understand. At the 
present time each Judge of an Appellate 
Court who serves the average time makes 
more law, so far as quantity is concerned, 
than was ever made by all the ten great law- 
givers combined, from Moses to Napoleon.”’ 

He suggests that the decisions should not 
be arguments, and that they should be by the 
court and not by the Judge, and that the 
dissenting opinions should not be printed. 

At a banquet of the Medico-Legal Society 
last night Recorder Goff declared: 

“T think in the advance of criminal law 
there are few avenues through which greater 
scandal is permitted to flow than that of ex- 
pert testimony. Just @s s00n as an expert 
departs in any way from the truth his testi- 
mony becomes nothing more than that of a 
charlatan or mountebank. I have watched 
the effect on a jury repeatedly, and I have 
observed a uniform shade of skepticism pass 
over their faces when the medical expert 
takes the witness stand. Much of the 
trouble is that experts mistake their mission. 

‘The lawyer acts ony. as an instrument, as 
the mouthpiece of his client. The expert 
who takes the witness stand does so as the 
exponent of a demonstrated truth. I would 
heartily favor the establishment of a board 
which would select a class of men who would 
be qualified in every way to testify as ex- 
perts.”’

Here 
she marred, in 1847, Job Harris. and moved 
to Michigan with him. In 1860 they moved to 
ft. Joseph, Mo., where Mr. Harris died in 
1871. 


Four children were born to Mr.-and Mrs. 
Harris. They were James H. Harris, man- 
oger of the Heine Safety Boiler Co, of Chi- 
cago; Fred F. Harris, an express messen- 
rer; George L. Harris of Marion, Kan,, and 
liurle'gh Harris, who was killed accidental- 
ly several vears ago.

THEN MR, HECKEL HAS A BILL. 


Anxiety to Spend the Water Depart- 
ment’s $500,000 Annual Surplus 
Developing a Municipal Snarl. 


Shall the city of St. Louls pay $3,000,000 
for a filtering plant worth a million and a 
half in order that one man may hold his 
job an additional four years? 

This is the startling question involved 
in the filter situatian, 

The man who wants to hold the job is 
Water Commissioner M. L. Holman. 
His plan is the one he thas worked suc- 
cessfully before. It is to get the city in 
the midst of filter construction and then 
shout ‘“‘don’t change horses. when fording a 


etream.”’ 

Mr. Holman has been Water Commission- 
er for twelve years, béing twice reappoint- 
ed. Both itimes this cry was rais and 
was in a measure responsible for his reap- 

ointment. 

cks were used as arguments both times. 

When Mayor Noonan made his appoint- 
ments strong pressure was brought to bear 
against Mr. Holman, but the plea of detri- 
ment which would result from a change at 
that time persuaded him to reappoint the 
incumbent. 

Two years ago when Mayor Walbridge 
made his appointments the same cry was 
raised with effect, 

Two years hence the then Mayor will 
have to appoint a Water Commissioner to 
serve four years. According to the con- 
struction placed upon his acts by severa! 
Councilmen, Mr. Holman ts laying his wires 
for the appointment. They admit that he 
is efficient and have no particular objec- 
tion to his reappointment, but they do not 
think he should involve the city in an un- 
wise enterprise in order to effect it. 

There are at present three filter bills be- 
fore the cumest. They were introduced by 
Mr, Vallat, Mr. Heckel and the Board of 
Public Improv ements. ae latter con- 
forms to Mr. Holman’s view 

It provides firs: for a coagulating plant, 
which would cost about $50,000. After that 
the filters would be constructed Seomubaliy, 
They would cost about $3,000,000, and the 
plans would not be completed for six years, 

Mr. Holman attacks Mr. Heckel’s bill. He 
claims it ts illegal, as ali-such bills should 
emanate from the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. He calls it a mask for a scheme 
to get the city in @ financial snarl and com- 
pel it to sell the water works to a private 
company. 

Mr. Heckel says when 
Public Improv ements is derelict to it uty, 
the Council has the power, under th@®Char- 
ter, to forestall it. “_ claims it is derelict 
in ‘seeking to heve a bill passed without 
first obtaining information for the guidance 
of the Council. The bill introduced by him 
eimply provides for obtasning this informa- 
tion. 

It re quires the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to advertise for filter manufacturers 
to describe to the board their apparatus and 
state at what prices they will sell it to the 
city 

Mr. Heckel thinks the city should purchase 
a plant outrght. He declares it could be 
obtained for $1,500,000. The city would have 
the benefit of it immediately instead of wait- 
ing six years for it 

Mr. Holman's own statements show that 
with the waterworks extensions disposed of, 
the city will have $300,000 a vear to put into 
filiers. Mr. Heckel is unable to see how, 
with this amount in sight, the city is going 
~ cet into the clutches of a filter com- 


Pit ‘tt should do so, the responsibility and 
blame would rest entirely on the Board of 
Public Improvements. The Board enters 
into and approves all contracts. They 
must ali be so worded that the contractor 
has no shadow of cla‘m on any city prop- 
erty. A filter. company which should put 
in a filter under contract with the city 
would have no more claim on the water- 
works than it would on the City Hall, or 
for that matter, on Mr. Holman’s own resi- 


dence. 

“My bill,” says Mr. Heckel, “merely calls 
for information. Mr. Holman’s bill {s not 
in a shape to be acted on pany yg ana Wwe 
asked him for detailed plans and he sent us 
a chemist’s. report. The knowledge ined 
under my bill will enable us to act intelli- 

ent! e information will come to the 

r " ‘They will pass on it and recommend 
it to the Council. 

“What I want to find out fs if the plant 
proposed by Mr. Holman cannot be con- 
structed all at once at less cost than $3,000,000 
and if there are not ee Mo ate pa will 
cost less and give equally gece results, I 
believe the plant proposed by Mr. Holman 
can be constructed for a million and a half.”’ 

Geo, D, Barnard is an authority on filters. 
He said: “A filter plant can be erected for 
$1,500,000, but the city of St. Louis should 
have a plant worth $3,000,000. It wowta be

In tthe 
Meantime a great many people might die 
from drinking impure water. The plant

HARRIGAN ON THE SITUATION. |. 


He Will Make No Raids, but Have 
Summonses Issued for Them 
in Police Court. 


There fs a decided hitch In the matter of 
bringing prosecutions against the saloon- 
keepers who have failed to pay their licenses, 

Excise Commissioner Bell has notified the 
police to arrest all saloon-keepers who have 
failed to renew their licenses, but so far no 
arrests have been made, and the few;

It is the duty. of 
the police, the Assistant Prosecutor says, 
to simply arrest the delinquents at the re- 

uest of the Excise Commissioner, and take 
thein into the Police Court, the same as 
other violators of the cit inances.

These men are not going to run away and 
there is no need in treating the proprietors 
different from other offenders.”’

meaning of the proposed measure. 

For many years the Recorder's office, 
which, under the law, must be self-sup- 
porting, has yielded to the city a revenue 
ranging between $6,000 and $12,000. ‘This, 
however, was prior to the last meeting of 
the Legislature, The law relating to chat- 
tel mortgages in force up to that time 
stated that they must be duly recorded, as 
were deeds of trusts and other instruments. 
The fees of the Recorder's office for tran- 
scribing documents are a certain amount 
per 100 words, and the chattel mortgages 
averaged $1.40 each. This was one of the 
office’s greatest sources of revenue. 

The Legislature of 1895 modified this law | 
by enacting one which said that chattel 
mortgages could either be recorded or filed 
at the 1 ge of the persons most inter- 
ested. he fee for filing the mortgages 
was 10 cents each. But few people saw the 
necessity of paying $1.40 for having a mort- 
gage transcribed when it could be filed for 
10 cents, and the receipts of the office be- 
gan to fall off. There was not enough 
work to go around, and a reduction of the 
clerical force was made. Even this 
availed nothing, and when the report for 
1896 was made to the Comptroller, it was 
discovered that the office was “shy” over 


$600. 

Recorder Lewis and his son, the chief 
deputy, did a little figuring. They found 
that during the year 18,040 chattel mort- 
gages had heen filed, and the office had re- 
ceived $1,804 therefor. Under the old sys- 
tem, allowing an average of $1.40 for each 
transcription, the sum would have been $25,- 
256, and would have left the office with 4 
=n balance on the right side of the 

ger. 
Then it was decided that something must 
be done. Senator Mott wav interested in 
the case, although he was a Republican and 
the Recorder’s office was under Democratic 
rule. The bill referred to, striking out 
the filing clause and leaving the interested 
people without option, was agreed upon, 
his would place the office upon a paying 
basis, and Mr. Lewis argued to himself that 
it would es him an opportunity to 
make himself politically solid with a num- 
ro hard-working politicians, who 
might be of service to him in after days.
